Occurrence  and  Comment. 


The  Iodiau  Rights  Association  is  respon- 
sible for  the  statement  that  by  direction 
cf  the  President  contracts  have  been  made 
to  pay  out  of  Indian  trust  funds  $98, 4-60  for 
the  support  of  Roman  1 Catholic; Indian 
Schools,  and  $4,320  for  a LuthcranSchool. 
In  explanation  it  is  said  by  thesecontracts 
no  money  of  the  Government  is  appropria- 
ted, but  only  school  money  held  in  trust 
for  Indians,  and  that  on  their  own  peti- 
tions. Fifty-three  Indians  of  the  Crow 
Creek  Agency  did  sign  a petition  for  such 
appropriation,  but  one  hundred  and  six 
protested  against  using  the  tribal  luods 
lor  the  Immaculate  Conception  Mission 
School.  Why  was  this  counter  petition 
disregarded?  The  people  desire,  deserve, 
and  demand  some'more satisfactory  expla- 
nation than  has  been  of  this  affair. 


1 he  nejv  Ministry  of  France  under  Pre- 
mier RoiJvier  on  Feb.  9,  presented  a bill  in 
the  Chamber  of  deputies  for  the  separation 
of chureh|and  state.  The  bill  provides  for 
the  abolition  of  the  concordat,  whereby 
the  rclat^'iis  of  church  and  state  were  es- 
tablished;; the  termination  of  all  govern- 
ment aid  and  subsidies  to  religious  sects 
or  functionaries;  the  formation  of  church 
associations  into  civil  corporations,  amen- 
able to  the  same  laws  as  other  organiza- 
tions. Ifere  is  the  first  article: 

“The  stjjatebenceforth  neither  recognizes 
nor  conti^butes  to  any  religious  denomi- 
nation. Public  establishments  of  religion 
now  existi  g are  suppressed.  All  religious 
budgets  of  appropriations  ofVgovernment 
departments  or  communes  are  suppressed. 
The  exercise  of  religions  is  hereafter  free 
under  thje  sole  restriction  that  exercise 
must  accord  with  public  order.” 

The  article  abolishing  the  concordat 
says:  j 

“All  laws  and  orders  relative  to  the  pub- 
lic organization  or  recognition  of  a reli- 
gious denomination  are  abrogated,  par- 
ticularly the  law  ratifying  the  convention 
made  between  the  Pope  and  the  French 
government.” 


Southern  Congregationalists  are  plan- 
ning to  hold  a Congress  at  Atlanta,  April 
29-May  7.  Nine  states  are  co-oporating 
in  this  Congress.  It  is  expected  that  the 
moderator  of  the  National  Council,  presi- 
dents  of  colleges, officers  of  national  benev- 
olent  societies,  and  a large  number  of 
Northern  and  Southern  pastors  will  be 
present.  The  United  Brethren  and  Met  ho- 
dist  Protestant  churches  have  been  invited 
to  share  in  the  Congress,  and  several  of 
their  leaders  have  been  puton  the  program. 
It  is  proposed  to  make  an  exhibit  of  South- 
ern Congregationalism  in  this  meeting. 
The  general  impression  is  that  this  detjtu^ 
ination  is  small  in  the  South, "composed 
mainly  of  teachers  and  scholars  of  Mission 
Schools  among  the  Negroes.  Its  white 
membership  is  growing  by  immigration, 
and  by  the  attraction  af  other  Christians, 
who  are  in  substantial  agreement  with 
them  as  to  doctrine,  and  desire  the  freedom 
of  their  congregational  church  govern- 
ment.

Recently  I pointed  out  some  deliverances 
from  the  most  reputable  of  Presbyterian 
scholars,  as  to  the  meaning  of  I Timothy 
5:17.  All  conceding  that  Calvin’s  view  of 
the  passage  was  erroneous  and  that  no 
such  distinction,  as  he  made  the  pas  age 
sustain  between  Ruling  and  Preaching 
Elder  can  be  justified.  My  purpose  in 
the  former  article  was  to  place  before  my 
brethren  whose  access  to  the  best  books  is 
more  limited  than  my  own,  such  quota- 
tions as  may  he  helpful  tothem  in  their  treat- 
ment of  the  New  Testament  ministry,  ia^ 
the  course  of  their  preaching.  It  has  oc- 
curred  to  me,  that  I might  further  serve 
the  interest  of  truth  in  following  up  the 
subject  still  further  in  giving  the  conclu- 
sions  of  some  of  the  best  scholars  in  other  . 
churches  than  that  of  the  Presbyterian. 
Bishop  Lightfoot,  whose  learning  and 
competency  as  an  exegete  none  can  ques- 
tion, may  be  placed  at  the  head  of  theclass 
now  to  be  examined.  His  essay  on  the 
Christian  Ministry  .first  published  as  an 
Excensus  in  his  Commentary  on  Philip- 
pians,  and  afterwards  published  in  a vol- 
ume of  his  writings,  as  Dissertations  of 
the  apostolic  age  is  a monument  of  learn- 
ing placing  its  author  among  the  foremost 
authorities  on  the  subject  treated.  A 
work  which  must  be  reckoned  with  by  all 
who  would  attempt  to  discuss  the  New 
Testament  ministry  for  a long  time  to 
come.  He  says,  “The  duties  of  the  Pris- 
byters  were  two-fold,  they  were  both  rulers  i 
and  instructors  of  the  congregation. 
Though  government  was  probably  the 
first  conception  of  the  office,  yet  the  work 
of  teaching  must  have  fallen  to  the  pres- 
byters from  the  very  first  and  have  as- 
sumed greater  prominence  as  time  went 
on.  Nevertheless  there  is  no  ground  for 
supposing  that  the  work  of  teaching  and 
the  work  of  governing  pertained  to  sepa 
rate  members  of  the  presbyterial  college, 
as  each  had  his  special  gifts,  so  he  would 
devote  himself  more  or  less  exclusively  to 
the  one  or  the  other  of  these  sacred  func- 
tions.”  In  a note,  he  says,  “The  distinc- 
tion of  lay  or  ruling  elders  and  ministeis 
proper,  or  teaching  elders,  was  laid  down 
by  Calvin  and  adopted  as  the  constitution 
of  several  Presbyterian  churches.  This  in- 
terpretation of  St.  Paul’s  language  has 
been  refuted  by  Rothe,  Ritschl,  and’Schaff” 
(Disertation  on  the  apostolic  age,  pp. 
152-153)  Among  the  multiplying  num- 
bers of  works  pouring  from  the  press 
within  the  last  tew  years,  treating  sothe 
aspect  of  the  New  Testament  Church  a 
most  notable  one  is  from  the  pen  of  Dr. 
Hort,  now  deceased,  so  long  associated 
with  Dr.  Wescott  in  collating  from  the 
best  sources,  a text  of  the  New  Testament, 
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elders  coming  under  this  description,  who 
labor  in  speech  and  teaching.  The  distinc- 
tion implies  with  tolerable  certainty  that 
teaching  was  not  a universal  function  of 
the  Elders  of  Ephesus.  On  the  other  hand, 
t tie  language  used  does  not  suggest  that 
there  were  two  separate  and  well  defined 
classes,  teaching  Elders  and  non.  teaching 
Elders.”  (The  Ecclesia  p.  196.)  * 

The  views  of  these  two  distinguished 
scholars  are  all  supplemented  by  Prof. 
Walter  Lock,  Dean  Ireland’s,  Prof,  of  New 
Testament  Exegesis  in  the  University  of 
•Oxford,  England,  Prof.  Lock,  in  his  treat- 
ment of  the  1st  Epistle  of  Timothy,  in 
Hasting’s  Bible  Dictionary,  volume  4,  page 
771.  There  is  not  as  often  assumed  a con- 
trast in  5:17,  between  teaching  and  non- 
teaching presbyters,  but  only  between  those 
who  take  pains  with  their  teaching  and 
those  who  do  not.”  These  statements  could 
be  greatly  multiplied  were  it  necessary. 
But  sufficient  quotations  have  been  given  to 
show  what  position  is  now  gcnerallv  held 
by  reputable  scholars  as  to  the  meaning  of 
1 Timothy,  5:17.  A passage  which  has 
been  made  to  bear  up  so  much  seems  now 
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singing 

in  protracted  meeting;  and  not  that  he 
has  entered  into  the  full  work  ot  preaching 
his  many  friends  expect  -him  to  do  still 
more  for  the  cause  which  he  loves.

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What  an  Advance  in  Foreign 
Mission  Means  to  a Church. 


1 am  of  the  opinion  that  noth- 
ing will  help  a church  more  than 
an  advance  in  Foreign  Mission. 
God  honors  those  who  honor 
l.im.  The  supreme  command  is 
“G«»ye  into  all  the  w’orld  and 
preach  the  Gospel  to  every 
creature;”  and  to  this  command 
there  is  joined  the  supreme  prom- 
ise, “Lo  I am  with  you  always 
even  unto  the  end  of  the  ages.” 
Gbd  ordained  thf  church  for  the 
supreme  task  of  evangelizing  the 
world,  and  when  it  fulfills  the 
lunetion  for  which  it  was  com- 
missioned then  will  -God  honor 
it.  To  save  itself  the  church 
must  save  the  world. 

1.  When  a church  throws  it- 
self into  the  world-wide  move- 
ment of  evangelization  then 
there  is  given  a wider  outlook 
and  a broader  vision.  What  we 
need  is  to  see  visions  and  dream 
dreams.  Paul  saw  a vision  of 
Christ  and  ever  after  he  was  the 
willing  servant  of  Christ.  He 
saw  a vision  of  a lost  and  dy- 
ing world— a world  which  Christ 
died  to  save — and  that  moment 
he  became  debtor  to  all  men. 


I am  sorry  lor  the  man  who 
never  sees 

Beyond  the  border  of  his  own 
cipress  trees. 

His  activities  are  as  limi-ed  as 
his  vision;  his  sympathies  go  no 
further  than  the  horizon  of  his 
outlook  At  the  foot  of  the 
Lookout  Mountain  you  can  see 
the  Tennessee  River  as  it  wind8 
like  a snake  down  through  the 
valley,  Chattanooga  lies  out  be 
fore  you,  and  the  plains  stretch- 
ing away  to  the  foot-hills  are  in 
full  view,  but  when  you  get  up 
on  top  of  Lookout  Mountain 
you  can  see  into  seven  States 
Foreign  Mission  is  th?  mount  of 
activity  in  the  kindom  of  God. 
It  is  the  supreme  view  point. 
Let  us  then  climb  to  the  top  of 
this  glorious  mount  and  feel  the 
throb  and  thrill  of  a world - 


movement. 

2.  A forward  movement  in 


Foreign  Missions  means  an  in- 
crease activity  in  every  depart- 
ment of  church  work.  It  means 
growth  all  along  the  line.  A 
church  to  attain  the  highest  de- 
gree of  efficiency  should  have 
both  food  and  exercises^  Yet 
this  fact  is  so  often  totally  ig- 
nored. Food  of  the  best  quality, 
served  in  ,the  most  appetizing 
manner,  is  provided  in  abupd- 
ance,  but  rarely,  it  ever,  is  there 
exercise  enough  to  make  it  dig- 
gest  well.  For  this  reason  many 
a church  that  might  be  large  and 


active  is  small  and  weak,  and  in 
a state  of  lethefgy  from  which 
it  seems  impossible  to  arouse  it. 
The  local  denxmds  are  not 
enough  to  bring1  out  the  latest 
possibilities  andis  powers  of  any 
church.  Nothing  short  of  obe 
dience  to  the  florid-wide  com- 
mand of  the  Mrfeter  will  trans- 
form potential  life  of  the  church 
into  kinetic  energy.  Increase 
your  contributions  ^o  Foreign 
Missions  and  tjie  upward  life 
will  be  so  grept  $hat  there  will  be 
an  increase  all 'along  the  1 in'*. 

3.  God  will  fulfill  his  promise 
and  will  be  close,  aroand  abouut 
thc  church  which  doesitsduty  in 
this  great  work  of  sending  the 
gospel  to  .the  ]|  heathen.  The 


promise  ol  God’^  presence  is  con- 
ditioned upon  the  doing  of  God's 
will.  To  those  who  walk  up- 
rightly the  Lorij  God  is  a sun 
and  a shield,  tut  his  face  is 
turned  away  ftjom  those  who 
trample  his  coipmandmenf  un-i 
dcr  their  feet.  Tfte  pillar  of  cloud 
by  day  and  ol  fcrq  by  night  is 
ours  only  when  jve  follow  in  its 
wake.  The  thunder  of  his  com- 
mand comes  ringing  down  to  us: 
“Go  ve  into  all  the  world  and 
preach  the  gdspel  to  every 
creature.”  Theholy  Spirit  was 
given  in  order  t$at  we  might  be 
efficient  witnesses  for  Christ  not 
only  at  home,  hist  even  unto  the 
uttermost  parts  of  the  earth.  If 
we  would  then  have  God’s  pres  I 
ence  to  comfort^cheer,  strength- 
en, enlighten,  direct,  and  keep, 
we  must  bend  every  energy  in 
doing  the  work  for  which  the 
Spirit  was  gived  to  prepare  us. 

I have  taken  (he  above  points 
from  my  personal  experience  in 
mv'own  pastorkte.  My  church  s 
history  is  an  illustration  Of  the 
truthlulness  of  e^-ery  one  ot  them. 
Two  years  ago  the  forward  step 
in  Foreign.  Missions  was  taken. 
It  was  then  that  We  caught  the 
broader  vision,  jo  wider  outlook. 
Carping  critics  faid  that  the  oth- 
er departments!  of  work  would 
suffer.  The  opposite  has  been 
true.  Then  the?church  gave  for  | 
all  purposes  .4^4-  As  a re- 
sult of  the  forward  . movenfent  in 
Foreign  Missions  thc  contribu- 
tions footed  up  for  all  objects 
$1481.49.  Thdn  the  critics  said 
look  for  the  fallf.  But  we  fell  up- 
ward and  forward  instead  of 

backward  and  (jo wn ward.  And 

the  next  year,  ]which  was  last 
year,  we  gave  12292.41,  and  in- 
crease over  thf  year  before  ol 
807.93,  and  dver  that  of  the 
year  before  we  jn/ide  the  advance 
in  Foreign  Mission  $1791,93. 
You  can  see  lrpm  these  figures 
what  a wonderful  increase  there 


has  been  in  the  matter  of  giving. 
And  this  increase  has  taken 
place  without  high  pressue  meth- 
ods in  taking  collections.  Our 
senior  deacon  said  to  me  only 
yesterday:  "We  gave  the 
$2290.00  easier  than  we  gave 
the  $500.00  two  years  ago. 

And  as  a result  of  this  increase 
in  giving  the  Lord  is  blessing  us 
in  all  spiritual  blessings.  (See 
Mai. ' 310.)  In  November  we 
h;.d  a great  meeting  in  which 
there  were  sixty  conversions. 
We  have  additions  almost  every 
service.  I trouble  the  waters  al- 
most every  Sunday  night  bury- 
ing some  one  with  Christ  by 
baptism.  If  there  is  a solution 
tor  the  local  problems  which  con- 
front the  churches  today  1 be- 
lieve that  it  is  this,  lay  your- 
selves out  lor  Foreign  Missions, 
put  your  church  into  the  great 
world-movement  of  evangeliza- 
tion, and  having  settled  this  su- 
preme problem,  all  other  prob- 
lems will  find  their  solution.
